Several Romulus residents 
would like to see the proposed 
Michigan Downs racetrack stay 
at the starting gate. 

Residents packed a public 
hearing July 30 scheduled by the 
Romulus Planning Commission 
to hear the proposal of Magna 
Entertainment Group for the 212- 
acre racetrack. 

Both Magna and planning 
commission members said they 
were there to listen closely to the 
residents explain their concerns 
about the racetrack proposed for 


the community. 

The track would be located 
north of 1-94 off Vining Road 
between Smith on the north and 
Wick Road on the south. 

Jim McAlpine, president and 
chief executive officer (CEO) of 
Magna Entertainment, first 
explained the proposal for the 
track. In his presentation 
McAlpine offered more detailed 
information about Phase I and 
Phase II of the project 

“Entertainment, that’s what 
our company is all about,” said 
McAlpine. According to 
McAlpine the proposed project 
will be more than horseracing, 


“It is about family entertain¬ 
ment” 

Magna is offering restaurants, 
shops and a special area with a 
concert stage at the facility, 
McAlpine said. 

“Horse racing will not take 
place all the time and there 
needs to be other entertainment 
offered at the facility,” he said. 


The building will feature a 
simulcast and broadcast of horse 
racing from around the world. 
Magna said it wanted to assure 
everyone that they have no plans 
for the inclusion of slot 
machines, which was a concern 
raised during a previous plan¬ 
ning commission meeting. 

Members of the Romulus 


Planning Commission asked for 
clarification of some language in 
the Magna proposal. Commiss¬ 
ioners also asked for assurance 
that adequate parking was being 
added to the facility. 

Planning Commission Chair¬ 
person Cathy Freitag along with 
Planning Coordinator Brad 
Strader and City Planner Cynthia 
Lyon went on a fact finding mis¬ 
sion July 10 and 11 to Texas 
where Magna owns and operates 
a similar racetrack 

“It is a first class facility,” 
Freitag said. However, she did

Officials hope new signal 
light means more safety

Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers approved a temporary fix 
when they voted Monday night 
to place flashing yellow lights at 
the intersection of Vining and 
Wick Roads. 

According to city officials, it 
has been made clear by the 
public that there is a desperate 
need for a permanent traffic 
light at the intersection in ques¬ 
tion. “However, at this time we 
are moving to place yellow 
flasher lights until a permanent 
traffic signal can be installed,” 
Councilman William Crova 
said. 

The estimated cost of 
installing the yellow flashers at 
the intersection is $37,800. It 
will be paid from the Tax 
Increment Financing Authority 
(TEFA) budget 

According to officials, the 
installation of flashing yellow 
lights at the intersection has 


come as an unexpected 
expense. “But the city is well 
aware of the need for some¬ 
thing to be done in that area,” 
said Councilman Leroy 
Burcroff! 

“Safety is a concern,” Crova 
said. “In the past the city has 
installed signs and special 
markings all in an attempt to 
help motorists navigate their 
way in the night,” he said. 

Council members agreed 
that more needs to be done in 
the area The installation has 
been designed for ease of con¬ 
version to a stop-and-go traffic 
signal in the future. 

The installation of the lights 
will include the three steel sup¬ 
port poles, a flasher control, six 
overhead vehicular indications 
and two case signs. 

It has also been concluded 
by the city officials that the 
intersection is solely under the 
jurisdiction of the City of

City council OK’s funding for local 
portion of Wick Road resurfacing

The City of Romulus will 
soon take on a long overdue 
and much needed project 
when the resurfacing of Wick 
Road begins. 

On Monday night, Romulus 
City Council members agreed 
that it is a project that has been 
a long time coming. Wick will 
be resurfaced from Middlebelt 
to Inkster Road. 

The resurfacing project will 
cost an estimated $120,000 per 


lane mile. Romulus’ share will 
be $40,000 per lane mile. The 
total cost for the city will be 
$85,600 or one-third of the total 
project cost for the city. 

The entire cost of the project 
according to Susan Moreno, 
assistant finance director, is 
$256,800. 

“This is a TIFA (Tax 
Increment Finance Authority) 
project,” she said. The funds 
needed will come from the 
TIFA budget 

The project falls under the

Preparations for the annual 
Wayne Wheelfest are well under 
way and there are already sever¬ 
al new activities planned.

Service is proposing the resur¬ 
facing. 

Wick Road comes under the 
jurisdiction of Wayne County 
and the county will supply a 
portion of the cost 

The project guidelines 
required that approximately 4 
inches of concrete be used on 
all county primary roads, 
which have been rated by the 
Road Conditions Survey as bad 


or poor 

According to city officials, 
the project will include all nec¬ 
essary prep work needed to 
create a solid base for resurfac¬ 
ing. 

According to Romulus offi¬ 
cials, the project includes 2.14 
lane miles of resurfacing with¬ 
in Romulus and work should 
begin in the coming months 
and conclude in 2004. 

“Yes, this particular section 
of Wick Road is in dire need of 
repair,” said Mayor Alan 
Lambert

A few children have led the way 
recently in the ongoing fundraising 
efforts to rebuild the farm at 
Maybury State Park 

Shari Peters, the executive 
director of the Northville 
Community Foundation, said she 
received donations last week from 
two Vacation Bible School classes 
and from a 5-year-old girl who 
asked for donations rather than 
presents at her recent birthday 
party. 

“I think that’s awesome,” said 
Peters. The Northville Community 
Foundation is negotiating with the 
State of Michigan to lease the land 
at Maybury State Park where the 
bam buildings burned down in 
February. 

Five-year old Ashley Moore 
said she used to visit the farm 
often and wanted to something to 
help the effort She generated $200 
in donations at her party, which 
included pony rides for attendees. 

The farm was also a perfect fit 
for a fundraising effort that took 
place last week at the First 
Presbyterian Church of Plymouth 
and the St. John’s Episcopal 
Church in Plymouth, according to 
Dru Van Campenhout, who orga¬ 
nized the event 

She said she was in charge of 
the mission effort for the Bible 
school classes when she learned 
the theme of the session was the 
county fair 

“As soon as I heard that I fig¬ 
ured this would be a good project 
for the kids,” she said.

The fundraiser started on 
Tuesday and concluded on 
Thursday, when the two churches 
got together for an ice cream 
social.

“I thought I might be stunting 
their efforts by only asking for 
loose change, but I wanted some¬ 
thing that they could all take part

And take part they did. Before 
the second day of the fundraiser, 
they had donated more than 50 
pounds of loose change, she said. 
Thursday night the change was 
weighed. The 100 pounds of coins 
totaled nearly $650. 

Van Campenhout took pictures 
of the participating children and 
sold them to parents as an addi¬ 
tional fundraiser, which brought 
the total up to $965, she said. 

“I didn’t think we’d get that 
much,” she said. 


Van Campenhout said she 
cashed the money in - hauling the 
100 pounds of change in a red 
Radio Flyer Wagon into a local 
Standard Federal Bank - and gave 
Peters a check, which was much 
easier for her to handle. 

The funds will go to purchase 
animals for the farm, according to 
Peters.The community foundation 
has been in negotiations with offi¬ 
cials from the State Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) since 
before the fire claimed the bam 
and the lives of almost all 50 ani¬ 
mals that lived there. Since the fire 
the foundation has set up an 
endowment fund to pay for the 
replacement of the bam and ani¬ 
mals as well as provide for the 
ongoing maintenance and opera¬ 
tion of it 

The two sides are still working 
toward a satisfactory lease agree¬ 
ment, according to Peters. Once 
that is in place the foundation will 
mount larger, corporate fundrais¬ 
ers.

Summer school, at least at 
Discovery Middle School, has 
evolved from the doldrums most 
students remember. 

And Cheryl Klee, the summer 
academy coordinator at the 
school, made sure the activities 
that would occupy the 94 sixth, 
seventh and eighth graders 
attending the summer program 
would be not only educational, 
but also fun. The students dis¬ 
played what they learned at the 
school last week during an ice 
cream social for parents.

Land sold by state may require some decontamination

The sprawling, 425 acres of land in 
Northville Township recently sold by the 
State of Michigan may one day be many 
things. 

The site, which fronts Seven Mile Road, 
may one day be a research and develop¬ 
ment park or an upscale residential com¬ 
munity. It may be a school or other munici¬ 
pal building like a fire station or post 
office. 

It also may be - or at least a portion of it 
-contaminated. 

That’s why officials in Northville 
Township are going through the steps to 
have the site declared as a Brownfield 
Redevelopment Distinct (BRD), according 
to Township Manager Chip Snider. 

The board of trustees authorized town¬ 
ship attorney Jim Tamm to put that 
process into motion last week. They 
approved a resolution about the proposed 
site and the formation of the plan. 

“This is the first step,” said Tamm of the 
resolutioa 

The Brownfield Redevelopment Act is 


essentially a tool that developers can use 
to clean up sites that may have some low- 
grade contaminants in the ground. It 
essentially sets up a Tax Increment 
Financing (TIF) plan that gives the devel¬ 
oper tax breaks in exchange for the clean 
up work necessary to make the land suit¬ 
able for development 

The site is described in a Brownfield 
Redevelopment Plan and administered by 
a Brownfield Redevelopment Authority, a 
group of five to nine representatives, 
according to Tamm. He said the board 
could appoint an existing board - such as 
the Economic Development Corporation 
(EDC), a Tax Increment Financing 
Authority (TIFA) or a Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA) board to 
assume the duties of a Brownfield 
Development Authority board. Of the 
three, the EDC is the only one that already 
exists in Northville Township. 

“You may also choose to appoint a dif¬ 
ferent board of five to nine members,” 
Tamm told the board of trustees last week. 

Among the first steps in the develop¬ 
ment of the plan is to host a public hear¬ 
ing. Township officials also must decide on

the duration of the plant and detail a 
description of the land and the boundaries 
of the Brownfield site, he said. It can be 
any potentially contaminated land or land 
that is adjacent or affected by it, he said. 

“One you designate a site as a 
Brownfield area you can’t add to it, but 
you can subtract from it,” he said. 


The vote to set up a Brownfield site for 
the land, which was purchased recently by 
developer Grand Sakwa, was unanimous. 
Marv Gans, who also chairs the EDC, said 
the plans are effective in getting long- 
neglected properties back on the tax rolls. 

“It doesn’t give a stigma to the commu¬ 
nity, because it’s site specific,” he said.

Rotary Park in the City of 
Plymouth may be the next neigh¬ 
borhood park to get an overhaul 
if city officials have their way 

City Manager Paul Sincock 
gave a presentation to city com¬ 
missioners last week about pro¬ 
posed improvements to the park, 
which he said he hoped the 
group would help make happen. 

"We're looking at all of our 
neighborhood parks, and at all of 
our partnerships with citizen 
groups," he said. 

He said the park would get 
new signage, a new handi¬ 
capped accessible play structure 
that meets current safety stan¬ 
dards, along with a new sprin¬ 
kler system for irrigation, some 
paved walkways and outdoor 
basketball courts. 

“We’re looking at some other 
features in the park, too," he 
said. 

In July of2000, officials in the 
City of Plymouth finalized a plan 
to update all of their neighbor¬ 
hood parks and bring consistent 
themes through them. Since 
then they’ve put in new 


playscapes at throe city parks. 

They’ve also asked citizens 
groups to step up and help out - 
many of the parks in the city are 
named after the groups that 
helped maintain them and pro¬ 
vide equipment there, or were 
named after them. 

Last year, the city upgraded 
the former Optimist Park off 
Elm Street, but renamed it the 
Elm Street Playground. 

Rotary Park is located at 
Wing and Herald streets, he 
said. The improvements pro¬ 
posed there would cost about 
$85,000. Sincock said he hoped 
the Plymouth Rotary Club would 
help cover some of the costs. The 
bottom line could also be low¬ 
ered through community help 
when it comes time to install the 
equipment 

“That would help reduce 
some of the costs," he said, 
although the structures them¬ 
selves have to be put together by 
certified installers. ‘There’s a lot 
of things that can be done.” 

Providing funds for play¬ 
ground equipment is certainly 
nothing new to the Rotary Club.

After providing information 
about the city and the makeup of 
the citizens along with informa¬ 
tion about city department heads, 
the report gives a list of available 
property and contact names and 
phone numbers for each of them, 
Mclnerney said. 

That list shows that there is 
still plenty of potential for devel¬ 
opment within the city, he said. It 


also doesn’t show all of the vacant 
or useable land, only the pieces 
that are on the current market 

The largest site is a nearly 40- 
acre parcel along Van Bom Road 
west of Treadwell, he said. That 
site is zoned for industrial uses, 
and resurfaces on the market 
like a bobbin in a choppy lake. 

‘‘It’s an industrial park that 
has been marketed through a 
number of different names,” 
Mclnerney said. Tt’s currently 
known as the Wayne Assembly 
Industrial Park.” It offers sites 
from 25,000 square feet he said. 

Mclnerney said the report is 
on file at the community develop¬ 
ment department and it is also 
mailed out to people on the list as 
well as realtors and developers. 
It’s still on paper now, but he 
hopes to someday upgrade the 
system so that all the information 
is available through the touch of 
a computer keyboard.

The recent East-West High School All Star football game provided 
the perfect swan song for Floyd Carter, former head coach of the 
Wayne Memorial High School football team. 

Carter, who is already in the Michigan Football Coaches Hall of 
Fame, was selected to coach the East team in the game, which took 
place on July 26. Caller’s team won, 12-6. 

Carter described the experience using the same word that many 
coaches would use to describe his own career - amazing. He is a 1961 
graduate of Wayne Memorial High School, who has coached football 
for more than 35 years, including 28 years as a head coach and 18 
years in two stints at Wayne Memorial. 

He coached the Zebras from 1972-1984 before taking on a 10-year 
stint at Dearborn Heights Crestwood. The Chargers amassed a 70-30 
win loss ratio during his time there and made an appearance in the 
playoffs in 1991. His 28-year head coaching career may have voluntari¬ 
ly come to an end, but it was filled with accolades from his students, 
the schools where he worked and the community in which he lived. 

He’s not done yet He may have stepped down as head coach at 
Wayne, but the desire to lead is still in his blood, will still be evident in 
his new role as an assistant coach at Livonia Churchill. 

We know he’ll be as well-liked and respected there as he was here. 
He’ll continue to work with young people, continue to lead and teach, 
and continue to hear the oft-repeated phrase: ‘Good game, Coach.’ 

We congratulate him and his players on a great game. 

Serious law needs 
serious research 

Plymouth City Commissioners avoided an immediate point of con¬ 
tention Monday night when they approved the transfer of a liquor 
license from Kim Guenther, former owner of the Lower Town Grill, to 
new owner, Nick Hermann, but the issue will almost certainly rise 
again. 

The commission held off on the issue because Guenther, who 
owned both the bar and the building that housed it, was behind in his 
real and personal property tax payments to Wayne County and the 
City of Plymouth. They were able to approve the transfer because 
Guenther settled up with the county and Monday afternoon turned in 
a cashier’s check to the city for the outstanding personal property 
taxes. So everyone was happy. 

For now. 

The issue illustrated here is not an uncommon one - someone 
operating a business in a building owned by someone else - and it 
shows some of the fallacies of the only recently-approved ordinance. 
Had Guenther not paid his taxes, Hermann would, in effect, be penal¬ 
ized for the actions of another. 

City officials have defended the ordinance, saying it gives them 
greater control over licensees who owe the city money for taxes, water 
bills and other fees. It’s the main goal they had in mind when they 
drafted it and worked with bar owners to fine tune it Bar and restau¬ 
rant owners have been a little skittish about the additional oversight 
since the talks began, but we believe that the heart of the commission 
was in the right place. 

Even so, it’s still a little surprising - and alarming - that an issue 
like this would so quickly crop up. This issue apparently didn’t raise 
any red flags with the city attorney, who as of Monday night hadn’t 
researched the particulars behind the potential conflict

environment is, how their streets are spotless. After 
all, they’re sending their garbage into our landfills, 
notably Carleton Farms in Sumpter Township. 

They’re too busy protecting their environment to 
care about ours, and now they’re trying to ham¬ 
string the economy and suck more jobs out of the 
state. 

Pick a cliche, here. It’s like kicking sand in some¬ 
one’s face when they’re down. Pouring salt in the 
wound.

His friends 
approached a well-known composer and asked him 
to contribute. 

“What’s my share?” he asked. 

“Thirty kronen,” they replied. 

The composer thought for a second and said, 
“Here’s 60 kronen. Bury two critics.” 

I don’t recall where that wonderful story came 
from, but I’ll bet it’s a contribution we’d all like to 
make. 

Let’s talk about criticism, judging others and 
yourself. 

As we all know, there are good and bad judg¬ 
ments. Unfortunately, it seems, we’d become a soci¬ 
ety of more negative than positive. Quick to judge 
others, when we are taking other people’s invento¬ 
ry, most of the time we forget to do the most impor¬ 
tant thing— sign our name to it 

I’m reminded of another story. A story from bibli¬ 
cal times. 

An angry crowd was gathered in a circle around 
a very frightened woman. She was accused of being 
a harlot, accused and judged by the angry mob that 
stood, rocks in hand, ready to stone the poor 
woman. 

That’s when Jesus arrived on the scene and said 
loudly, “Let ye without sin cast the first stone.” 

A little old lady slowly bent over and picked up a 
huge rock. Straining, she lifted it above her head 
and tossed it 


“Mother,” Jesus reportedly 
said, “sometimes you really 
make me angry.” 

Ba-da-bomp. 

Yes, it’s a joke, one almost as old as me, and I tell 
it because it’s a marvelous way to deal with critical, 
judgmental people when the target is you. Laugh at 
them, because one thing for sure is, they are being 
critical of you to avoid looking at themselves. 

Why does being judged and/or criticized some¬ 
times bother you so much, you wonder? 

Because we all want to be liked, accepted and no 
one, absolutely no one on God’s green earth wants 
to be told they are less than. Think about that for a 
second. Less than translates into worth less. No one 
wants to feel “worthless.” 

Criticism and judgmental temperaments of oth¬ 
ers can easily trigger a deep seeded, most difficult 
emotion to label.

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Nor is this the only issue on which the 
ordinance will be challenged, either in 
front of or behind the scenes. A local attor¬ 
ney has already questioned the constitu¬ 
tionality of it, specifically a section that 
outright forbids topless entertainment per¬ 
mits. 

Granted, this is a form of entertainment 
that nobody would believe is right for the 
City of Plymouth - this newspaper includ¬ 
ed - but it’s not something that can be 
banned outright It can be regulated, but it 
is still constitutionally protected under the 
First Amendment 

When liquor license transfers or 
renewals come up, the commission can 
now look at issues such as how often the 
police are called to a specific location, too. 


Again, the heart is in the right place - 
nobody wants a trouble spot’ within their 
municipality - but we’re concerned that 
this might cause business owners not to 
call the police in a situation when police 
should be involved. 

The ordinance is designed to give the 
city more alternatives than the broad- 
based state requirements for approving or 
rejecting liquor license applications, 
renewals or transfers. 

While we are generally in favor of more 
local control for elected officials, we think 
this is an ordinance that deserves another 
look, and more direction to the city attor¬ 
ney 

Ordinances that affect businesses this 
seriously need to be researched just as 
seriously before being imposed on the 
community

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Car seat safety lessons 
offered by Wayne police

The majority of parents motoring 
around the western Wayne County com¬ 
munity don’t even know their children are 
at risk. 

But statistics say that as many as 95 per¬ 
cent of children strapped into a variety of 
child safety seats are in a potentially dan¬ 
gerous environment, according to Ofc. 
Ryan Strong of the Wayne Police 
Department 

It’s not because the seats themselves 
are defective, he said, but because the 
wide majority of parents have them 
installed incorrectly. 

“I’ve never seen someone come in with 
a seat installed properly,” he said. 

And he should know. He’s one of two 
members of the department of public safe¬ 
ty who are certified to inspect child safety 
seats and tell parents how to install them 
correctly as well as inform them of the 
right way to strap children into the seats. 
The other is firefighter Cindy Boring. 

Both recently took a week-long certifi¬ 
cation course and can now inspect child 
safety seats, according to Strong. It’s a ser¬ 
vice that will be provided free to city resi¬ 
dents. 

He said that 95 percent of the seats are 
installed improperly, and it only takes a 15- 
minute appointment for parents to ensure 


the safety of their children. The program 
was funded by the Wayne Rotary Club, 
which provided some extra booster seats 
that the department can give to needy dri¬ 
vers free of charge. 

He said there are several common 
errors parents make when they install the 
seats. 

First of all, seats for newborns should 
be facing the rear of the car, not the front 
That’s because in the event of a crash, the 
seat is designed to absorb the forward 
motion. 

“Infants’ bodies aren’t strong enough,” 
he said. “Their necks can’t support it” 

Another common error occurs when 
parents flip up the handle on seats that 
are designed to be earned and leave it up 
after it’s placed in the car 

“It’s not designed for that” Strong said. 
“I’ve been at accident scenes where those 
handles have shattered and pushed plas¬ 
tic into the children’s faces.” 

Strong said that both he and Boring are 
available to give free safety seat inspec¬ 
tions. Both have other duties, though, so 
it’s a good idea to call ahead and schedule 
an appointment. The children must be 
present in order for him and Boring to 
determine if they’re properly restrained. 

The appointment will only take about 
15 minutes. Fbr information call Strong at 
(734) 721-1598 or the fire department at 
(734)722-1111. 


‘Friends’ may save Northville 
$400,000 on park improvement

If all goes according to a plan presented 
Thursday night to the Northville Township 
Board of Trustees, improvements pro¬ 
posed to the Millennium Park will go on 
nearly as planned. 

And, the township will save about 
$400,000. 

Township Trustee Man/ Gans, who also 
heads up the FYiends of Northville Parks 
and Recreation, said he 
was confident that the 
township could make 
most of the improve¬ 
ments proposed for the 
site for about $230,000, 
far less than the $566,435 
estimated by the low bidder on the project 

He said that by eliminating the two 
largest ticket items - a proposed drainage 
and irrigation system for the nearby base¬ 
ball fields and paving an expanded park¬ 
ing lot - as well as going to other sources 
for smaller bid items, the township could 
realize a significant cost-savings. 

As proposed, the plan includes a full- 
sized soccer field, a smaller, 50-foot by 70- 
foot practice field, a bike path that con¬ 
nects to the nearby subdivisions, a 
playscape and an expanded, but gravel, 
parking lot 

The cost of many of the items in the bid, 
he said, were padded to include contin¬ 
gencies. Through the FYiends group, he 
said he was able to secure lower prices on 
virtually every part of the project, includ¬ 
ing a contract for a construction manage¬ 
ment firm. 

The township had already approved a 
$365,000 budget for the project But the 
plan Gans presented, combined with a 
$85,000 contribution from the Friends, 


would require only $130,000 in township 
funds. That could mean more money 
would be available for the Community 
Park Project, another proposal trustees 
discussed last Thursday. 

Gans said he went ahead and received 
additional bids because he wanted to get 
the project under way. 

“We’ve been delayed by faulty planning 
and corrections to the plan,” he said. “I 
think we need a way to get it done.” 

He was also concerned because if the 
fields are not finished 
this year, the township 
would lose an entire year 
on the development of 
the park. Soccer fields 
need at least that long to 
sit before they are used, 

he said. 

Some trustees were a little skeptical of 
the plan because it would rely on heavy 
involvement from Gans. They agreed that 
the plan could save a lot of staff time and it 
represents only 35 percent of the cost of 
the low bid price. 

Township Manager Chip Snider sug¬ 
gested that Gans should be the liaison 
between the construction management 
firm and the township, and provide his 
oversight to the project 

“The' key to leadership is maximizing 
human energy and talent,” Snider said. 
“(Gans) has a firm grip on recreation 
issues. He does have a passion for it, and 
I’m going to put it to use.” 

Supervisor Mark Abbo said he had 
some concerns about the plan, but was 
willing to try to get it accomplished. 

“It will be a little more difficult this way, 
and there is a little more risk involved, but 
when you’re saving $400,000, you’ve got a 
little more room to make mistakes, at least 
economically,” Abbo said.

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Transgender tale is brilliant read

When writer and professor Jennifer Finney Boylan 
looks in the mirror, she sees a woman who has never 
known what it was like to be a girl. 

That's because Boylan, 45, spent the first 40 years of 
her life in the body of a husband and father of two sons 
named James Finney Boylan. Her book. She's Not There: 
A Life in Two Genders (Broadway Books. $27.95), is a bril¬ 
liant study of being bom in the wrong body - and the pow¬ 
erful emotional and physical transformation that 
inevitably followed. 

Boylan, a successful novelist and chair of the English 
department at the exclusive Colby College in Waterville, 
MA, outlines her experiences during her passage from 
male to female with startling clarity. The novel begins 
after Boylan's transformation is complete. Driving down a 
dusty road, she notices two female hitchhikers. It’s only 
after the women get into her car that Boylan realizes the 
woman named Ashley was once in her poetry class at 
Colby. 

“I sat in the car with Ashley,” she writes. “I suddenly 
had this unbearable urge to turn around and say Ashley, 
it's me. Professor Boylan, remember? I’m. like, a woman 
now?’ I had this sense that for the first time, there wasn’t 
some kind of invisible wall between us. that for the first 
time I could actually be known by her, but that wasn’t true. 
There were all sorts of walls between us, even now.” 

The book explains in detail how Boylan dealt with the 
stress of being, as she writes, “trapped in the wrong body. " 
Growing up, she never shared any of her feelings with her 
parents or her sister, and participated in traditional “boy 
activities,” hoping that the feelings she had would just go 
away on their own. 

But her feelings became more intense during her 
teenage years. Soon, she found herself dressing in her 
mother’s clothing for comfort but the comfort would only 


last so long. Complicating matters was the 
fact that Boylan was starting to notice 
women. 

“Then, as throughout my life, I found 
myself attracted exclusively to women. I 
never even thought about men romantical¬ 
ly; it never even crossed my mind. Still my 
relationships with women were decidedly 
odd. ‘What’s it like to have breasts?’ I’d 
ask. ‘How does it feel?’ It was a question 
women found baffling.” 

By the time Jim Boylan made the deci¬ 
sion to have a sex change operation at 
the age of 40, he was the father of two 
young children and had been a husband 
for four years. His wife, Grace, had no 
idea what was troubling him as he made 
the decision to have the life-changing 
surgery. 

The book goes into great detail about 
how the operation ultimately ended 
the marriage (though the pair has not 
divorced). It also explains how the two 
parents have worked to create a unit¬ 
ed partnership. It is apparent that the 
author very much loves her wife, even 
though Grace Boylan treats her hus¬ 
band as she would a sister 

But what the book does not explain is the 
reaction of Boylan’s family to the change. Precious little 
attention is given to a sister who did not support her 
brother’s quest to become a woman. Extended family 
members did not even merit a mention for the most part; 
but the support of students and colleagues at Colgate are 
given much attentioa 

Does this mean the book glosses over the struggle to be 
true to oneself in the face of adversity? No - it is by far the 
most detailed explanation of the daily pressures and 


adjustments trans- 

gendered individuals on bookshelves today. Boylan 
leaves no stone unturned - including how being a woman 
makes shopping for jeans more difficult, or how women 
are treated differently in society. Not to mention the deli¬ 
cate balancing act of maintaining cherished relationships. 

She’s Not There is a 300-page testament to uncondition¬ 
al love and courage.

Tomb Raider Cradle of life 
is barren entertainment

There’s only one woiti to describe Lara 
Croft Tomb Raider: The Cradle of 
Life...dreadful, long and unimaginative. 
OK, that’s three, but you only have to 
choose one. No matter which you choose 
you can’t lose, unlike the film. 

If you had equal parts Indiana Jones, 
James Bond and La Femme Nikita poured 
into an action-genre martini glass you 
would have a well- 
rounded, tough-as- 
nails heroine, Lara 
Croft (Angelina 
Jolie)...shaken not 
stirred. Garnish 
with a handgun and 
let the party start 

Unfortunately, 
this recipe doesn’t 
explode. It only fiz¬ 
zles. 

As much as I 
might hate to say 
this, Jolie is proba¬ 
bly the only reason 
to see this movie. 

For teenage boys, 
well, boys of all ages, 
the reasons are evi¬ 
dent - bikini, skin¬ 
tight wetsuit and 
bikini. 

However, for girls 
of all ages, it will be 
a nice change to see 
a smart, tough and 
well-acted female 
action hero for once. 

Although Jolie carries the film (see all 
reasons above), a film cannot rely on one 
single component The plot, for instance, 
is the dreadful. Basically. If you have seen 
Tomb Raider than you have already seen 
Cradle. 

The premise is the same: Croft finds 
object, loses object to bad guys and spends 
the next two hours trying to get it back. 
The plot includes a whirlwind of places 
and sites from Greece to Kazakhstan to 
China to Africa. Every back flip, hand 
sprint and bullet shot seemed to take 
place in another country, much like the 
original. 

The story starts in Greece where Croft 
shows up to look for treasure hidden in an 
ancient temple built by Alexander the 
Great The temple, however, is at the bot¬ 
tom of the ocean, due to a volcanic erup¬ 
tion centuries ago. 


There, she finds a mysterious glowing 
globe, a globe that others are looking for. 
In the underwater temple she is 
ambushed, the globe is stolen and she is 
left for dead in the collapsing, soon to be 
underwater tomb. But thanks to a sharp 
knife, a hungry shark and a right hook, 
Croft is on her way to the surface. This is 
one of the more pathetic scenes in the 
movie, actually, in any movie. 

The next stop is Kazakhstan. There, 

Croft springs an ex-agent and assumed 
ex-lover, Terry 
Sheridan (Gerard 
Butler), from prison 
so he can lead her to 
the Shay-Ling in 
China. The Shay- 
Ling are the bad 
guys that stole the 
globe from Croft. 
Croft learned that 
the Shay-Ling were 
hired by Dr. 
Jonathan Reiss 
(Ciaran Hinds), a 
maniacal Nobel 
Prize-winning scien¬ 
tist, who is bent on 
world dominatioa 
Croft also learned 
that the globe is a 
actually a map that 
will lead the holder 
to Pandora’s Box, a 
mythical box that, 
once opened, would 
unleash an evil 
never seen before. 
Well, not since the 
lost Arc of the 
Covenant in Indiana Jones and The 
Raiders of The Lost Ark, anyway. 

With the retrieved globe in hand, Croft 
finds the location of Pandora’s Box, and 
sets off to Africa, as does Reiss and his 
army. 

To say any more would ruin the pre¬ 
dictable ending, that includes some unex¬ 
plained and otherworldly monsters, and 
there would be no reason for you to stuff 
your $10 into the pocket of Paramount 
Pictures. 

On a scale of one to 10, Cradle rates as 
dreadful. 

The plot plods along too much like its 
predecessor Tomb Raider, there are too 
many unbelievable scenes (even for a 
movie based on a video game), too long a 
running time, and there is only Jolie to 
carry the film. 

She and the audience deserve more.
